The display of old pewter at the| chasing being most uncommon in 
Andover Historical Society’s open| pewter. There is a pair of soup 
house on Washington’s Birthday,| bowls, with their plates, that are 


borrowed from nearly a dozen of 
the Society’s members, besides 
some interesting examples of an 
ancient art, should give a pretty 
good general idea of the sort of 
household utensils that an ordin- 
ary New England family possessed 
during all the eighteenth century 
and into the nineteenth. Sometime 
thereafter cheap crockery and 
electroplating finally put the old- 
fashioned pewterers out of ‘business. 
Many of the objects shown once 
belonged to Andover worthies. 
They number some seventy-five, 
including pairs and sets. In gen- 
eral, they are American, with some 
English. Some carry well-known 
trade marks. Others, like most 
American pewter, are by unknown 
makers. 

Notable among cups, mugs, 
candle sticks, ink wells, snuff 
boxes, pepper pots, salters, spoons, 
egg cups, lamps, are a pair of gob- 
lets and a tea pot by Israel Trask, 
who was one of the early pewterers 
at Beverly, the teapot duplicating 
designs in silver of its period; a 
gleamful candlestick by Glaeson; 
and a chased coffee pot and goblet, 


still in regular use by their for- 
tunate owners; a rare flag-holder 
too large for a candle stick; a 
pocket flask that shows very hard 
usage; and a three-inch sun dial of 
unknown origin ibut evidently de- 
signed for latitude 40 degrees 
around Philadelphia, and _ tiny 
enough for window sill use within 
doors. Porringers run all the way 
from one that will hardly do for a 
baby’s orange juice to such as held 
a hungry farmer’s beans and peas. 
There is a doll’s tea set, a century 
old, plates, saucers, cups, spoons, 
teapot, cream pitcher and sugar 
bowl, all complete. From the clos- 
ing phase of the pewter era are 
a few typical examples of britannic 
metal. 

All three exhibits, pewter, dolls 
and lithographs, may be seen both 


afternoon and evening of the 
twenty-second, from two o’clock 
onward. Refreshments will be 


served. Various experts will attend 
to discuss the exhibits. To the So- 
ciety’s open house at 97 Main 
Street are invited its members, 
and friends who are interested in 
any aspect of the Society’s work.

Recommends Cuts 


In Health Budget 


Several cuts in the health de- 
partment appropriation were rec- 
ommended by delegate Joseph T. 
Gagne at the Taxpayers’ associa- 
tion directors meeting last Friday. 
Mr. Gagne made a ten-year survey 
of expenditures, in which he found 
that the discontinuance of several 
items such as slaughter inspector, 
animal inspector and sanitorium 
account had totalled $1550, but in 
spite of these reductions the ten- 
dency was constantly to increase 
the appropriation. 

This year’s budget, however, is 
under last year’s expenditures, It 
is understood that it totals $4790, 
but Mr. Gagne felt that $4200 would 
be enough. He mentioned the mis- 
cellaneous item in which $29.27 
was spent last year but for which 
$200 is asked this year. He also 
spoke of the use of car item for 
which $46.99 was used last year, 
and for which $150 is asked this 
year. He stated that last year $118 
was spent for the one telephone, 
and suggested that $50 could be 
saved here if letters were sent to 


| Boston rather ‘than having long 
telephone conversations. He also 
felt that the office should have 


definite hours daily, after which it 
should be closed. 

In a statement to the newspapers 
this week, however, chairman 
Franklin H. Stacey stated that the 
town spends but 388 cents per 
capita instead of the $1.25 recom-

Says School Board 


Budget Too High 


The impression that the school 
committee, aware that the finance 
committee would try to cut the 
budget, had passed a budget higher 
in their own minds than was actual- 
ly necessary was gained by attor- 
neys Walter Tomlinson and Fred 
H. Eaton, Taxpayers’ Association 
representatives, when they sat in 
on the board budget discussion, 
according to the report they made 
last Friday night at the T.P.A. di- 
rectors’ meeting. 

Reductions totalling around $7,000 
were recommended by the two 
representatives, who said that they 
found the superintendent runs the 
department efficiently. Specific 
items mentioned were: traveling 
expense, for which $260 is allowed, 
for which nothing was spent last 
year, recommended cut to $100; two 
new cadet teachers which could 
probably ‘be dispensed with, $500 


‘odd; Bradlee school basement job 
$3,000; unaccounted $2200. A ques- 
' tion was also raised about the pay- 
|ment of $20 per pupil to some 30- 
140 Lawrence Evening high pupils. 
It was suggested that this is not re- 
quired by law, but that it might be 
well for the committee to ascer- 
tain how many pupils the town 
would have to have before it would 
have to start a school ef its own. 

On the Bradlee school item, Mr. 
Eaton reported that he had visited 
the basement, found that there 
were toilets he had seen that were 
better, many he had seen that were 
much worse. It would be a nice job 
for the town to do if it were feeling 
flush, some time, ‘but it does not 
seem necessary or urgent.

You who have your eye to the 
present feel that the Board of Pub- 
lic Works contest is the main item 
of interest in the coming election, 
but if you would look ahead a few 
years, you will find that despite the 
fact that there are but four candi- 
dates for three positions, the really 
most important race is that for 
school committee.

Mr. Sanborn retires in three 
years, Mr. Hamblin in two, and 
needless to say their solicitude for 
the future of Andover schools will 
not cease with their retirement. 
They will want Andover to secure 
just the very best men possible for 
these two positions, and they pro- 
bably would be very willing to aid 
in the search for their successors. 
That search should not start two 
or three years from now; it should 
start immediately. 


The superintendent of schools is 
and should be the most powerful 
man in the school system, more 
powerful than the school committee 
itself. True, the board can over- 
rule him on anything, legally, but 
he is closer to any situation than 
the board can be, The educational 
policy of the schools, the financial 
administration of the schools, 
everything in connection with the 
schools, are under his wing.

Frederic Boutwell 


Died This Morning 
Frederic S. Boutwell, one of the 
most prominent and well-liked 
persons in Andover’s business and 
civic life, passed away early this 
morning at the Phillips house, Bos- 
ton. He had been able to perform 
his usual duties at the Andover 
Savings bank on Monday and had 
been out riding on Tuesday, but 
Wednesday he was rushed to the 
Boston hospital. 

Born in Andover in 1865, the son 
of Samuel H. and Alice Jane Trull 
Boutwell, he received his early edu- 
cation at the Punchard Free school 
and later went to the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology.
